McKLOUD: “Lass, what ails thee?" (saying this he makos a frantic 
dive under the ber in a futile cttempt to catch one of the forlom rats) 

JOLLY; <Ah,tTis no placc for me here. (sob) Mo brother is dond} 
(more sobs) Oh, I've forgotton my lines--ond grades come out tomorrowe 
(sob, sob). 

McKLOUD: Shucks, lass, ‘tis sorry I be for yc, but--(a rat is soen 
peering from behind « table leg, which results in another frantic dive 
by the landlord.) 

JOLLY: Sob--sob. (McKloud dives again--xnd misses.) 

SOUND EFFECTS: knock, knock. 

McGENIGER: (Hero, Otlalor McGeniger, enters onc quite naturally, 
the wind. McGeniger secs Jolly.) “My lovel!" (He then joins lendlord in 
a dive or tr-,) | 

JOLLY: Oh, Otlalor, Oflalor. 

McGENIGER: Why aro you weoping, lass? 

JOLLY: Mo brother is decade 

McFENIGER: Ah, 'tis on ill wind that blows nobody good, lasse 
(Wine blows loudly offstage to make it realistic)
